2. (Original) The method of Claim 1, wherein the composition decreases vascular 
permeability in the biological sample. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 1, wherein the composition interferes with 
the interaction of en die apelin polypeptide or ap e lin peptide with a receptor polypeptide. 

4. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 1, wherein the composition interferes with 
the interaction of ea the apelin polypeptide or ap e lin poptido with APJ.
